AN ACT to authorize W. L. Badler to erect and maintain & damn
across Sucker Branch, in Polk county, for log driving pur-
poses.

the head of water to exceed six and one half feet in
Sucker Lake.

for running the water from said dam, and shall keep
the same in repair, and the same shall be kept open at
all times when Apple river is in & driving stage, and

river below the mouth of said Sucker Branch, and
when it is not necessary to hold the water back for the
purpose of driving or flooding logs, timber or lumber ;
tor which purpose flocd gates shall be kept in repair
and built io such a manuer as to be shut and opened,
i]s the case may require, to flood said logs, timber and
umber.

ing such dam, the sum of seventy-five dollars for each
twenty-four hours that any person or company on re-
quest shall bave the use of she waters from said dam
